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Middle School Plan Adopted 


Implementation Date To Be Decided 


It wasn’t the decision most paren- 
ts wanted, but a split vote commit- 
ting Andover to the middle school 
system was all the action they would 
get at Tuesday night’s school com- 
mittee meeting. 

By a 3-2 vote, with Chairman Su- 
san Poore and Committeeman Da- 
vid Birnbach siding against the 
motion, the committee said they will 
definitely move sixth grade students 
into a middle school with ninth grad- 
ers shifting to Andover High School. 

But, the crucial question for the 
crowd of approximately 200 parents 
and teachers who braved sub-zero 
wind chill temperatures—when the 
reorganization will take place— 
won’t be decided until the commit- 
tee’s Jan. 19 meeting. 

However, two more committee 
members gave indications of how 
their votes might go Jan. 19. 

Committeeman David Birnbach 
had come out early against imple- 
menting the plan by Sept., 1988, de- 
claring at the first public discussions 
in December that he doubted the re- 
organization could be made in the 
few months remaining without ad- 
versely affecting children. 

Tuesday night, Chairman Susan 
Poore also expressed reservations 
over the time left before impiemen- 
tation. 

Responding to a parent who ques- 
tioned her feelings on the issue, 
Poore said ‘‘Personally, I have my 
reservations,’’ about the plan. 

Several members of the audience 
responded to her comments with ap- 
plause. 


Committeeman Donald Robb sup- 
ported the administration and teach- 
ers, who have flatly stated that they 
can do the job. 


Robb, said cited previous smooth- 
ly-run transitions and re-em- 
phasized the need to ease 
overcrowded conditions. 

“T think it will happen (the tran- 
sition) and I think it will happen 
fairly well,’’ said Robb. 

But, even if plans for reorganizing 
by next school year fall through, 
Robb said he wants to make sure

work starts now fo head off the over- 
crowding predicted for 1988-89. 

At the last meeting, Andover High 
Principal Wilbur Hixon admitted he 
didn’t know if the conversion to a 
four-year high school would work. 

Tuesday night, Hixon came pre- 
pared with a reorganization plan 
that he said would provide the same 
21:1 teacher/student ratio currently 
offered at Andover High. 

Hixon assured parents that, given 
23 extra teachers from the current 
ninth grade programs in place in the

The principal maintained that 
enough rooms have been found to ac- 
comodate the ninth grade class. 


Still unclear is the financial bot-

Superintendent Dr. Kenneth Sei- 
fert was instructed by the commit- 
tee to prepare final cost figures in 
time for the Jan. 19 meeting. 

Currently, estimates run between 
$105,000 and $137,000. 


Prominent Resident 
Dies In Accident 


A prominent Andover man who 
earned a reputation for growing the 
best strawberries in New England 
died in a car accident in Florida 
Monday. 

Roger H. Lewis, who for 30 years 
ran Lewis Farm, a 100-acre straw- 
berry farm on River Road, died af- 
ter his car collided with another in 
Lakeland, Fla. He was 81. 

Police said no one involved in the 
accident was charged. 

Lewis’ wife, Helen, 79, who was in 
the car, is being treated at the Lake- 
land Regional Medical Center for 
minor injuries. 

Lewis Farm, which supplied 
strawberries all over New England, 
stood where Hewlett-Packard Co. is 
now. 

The farmer was well-liked by his 
Andover friends, who described him 
as thoughtful.

The Lewises left for Florida after 
Christmas and were going to remain 
there all winter, according to Mr. 
Lewis’ brother, Walter, of Chelms- 
ford. 

Lewis was one of 10 children who 
moved to Lowell Street in 1910 with 
their parents. Four years later, they 
started a strawberry and vegetable 
farm, which operated until their par- 
ents died. 

After Roger Lewis graduated from 
Essex County Agricultural and 
Technical Institute in 1925, he 
worked for a church organ manufac- 
turing company in Maine. 

When the factory closed at the be- 
ginning of the Depression, Lewis 
went back to the family farm. It 
wasn’t long before he started his fa- 
mous strawberry farm on River

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Emerson College has signed a purchase 
and sale agreement to purchase Zero Marl- 
borough St. from Katharine Gibbs School, 
a division of MacMillan Publishing Compa- 


ny. 

The ten-story brick building, which also 
has an entrance at 6 Arlington St., is used 
by Katharine Gibbs School for classroom, 
dining and student housing. 

Emerson College will also use the build- 
ing for educational purposes as part of a 
short-range plan to improve its Boston 
campus. 

Emerson had planned to sell its 18 Back 
Bay buildings and construct an entirely 
new campus in Lawrence by 1991. A two- 
year delay in the city’s urban renewal plan 
which includes land for the campus, how- 
ever, prompted Emerson President Allen 
Koenig and Lawrence Mayor Kevin Sulli- 
van to agree in November that the colige’s 
involvement with the project would be min- 
imal until further progress is made in fi- 
nancing, property acquisition and 
construction timetables. 

The financing picture changed signifi- 
cantly from Emerson’s perspective in late 
December when the Massachusetts Health 
and Educational Facilities Authority 
(MHEFA) granted a one-year extension on 
a $60 million tax-exempt bond obtained by 
the college in 1985 to finance building a new 
campus. 

Meanwhile, Emerson continues to face 
an acute shortage of space, particularly in 
student housing. The student housing short- 
age, which has forced the college to house 
students in rental units at Boston’s Eliot 
Hotel throughout the 1987-88 school year, is 
a major impetus for acquiring the additio- 
nal housing space in the Marlborough 
building. 

Other shot-range goals the college will 
address in its curent campus include im- 
proving space for theatre and other perfor- 
mance activities, increasing endowment, 
expanding academic computing capability 
and maintaining and improving existing

buildings. Despite the renewed efforts to 
upgrade the Boston campus, Koenig em- 
phasized that Emerson does not expect its 
current location to be the solution to the 
school’s long-range facilities needs. 

In an effort to provide better space for 
performing arts activities, Koenig has also 
authorized a study to re-examine a 1985 
plan to rnovate the Majestic Theatre on 
Tremont Street into Emerson’s primary 
performance space, regardless of the col- 
lege’s eventual location. 


Emerson purchased the Majestic | 


Theatre in 1983 planning to renovate the 
facility for college use in conjunction with 
other non-profit and city-sponsored arts 
and performance groups. That project was 
put on hold when Emerson made the deci- 
sion to look for a new campus outside Bos- 
ton. 

Recent encouragement from the city’s 
cultural arts commissioner has sparked re- 
newed interest in a community-college 
theatre and has prompted Emerson to be- 
gin working with city and state officials to 
investigate possiblities for reviving the Ma- 
jestic renovation project. Koenig has said 
that a renovated Majestic Theatre would

A 
preliminary survey of 30 barns built before 
1850 ) throughout the « community was taken 
in the fall. 

Before 1830 barns stylistically called 
English were built with the main entrance 
in the longer side wall, a gable roof and

minimal fundation Cellars wert 
recommended by the agricultural 
journalists but rarely built. Early barns 
were generally covered with vertical 
boards, while shingles and clapboards 
were added later for fashionable reasons. 
Interior characteristics of an English barn 
are the complex corner joints, commonly 
referred to as a flared or gunstock post 
system, a roofing system configuration of 
major and minor timbers and, generally, 
three equal spaces for work, animals and 
storage. Other tell-tale signs are hewn 
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members and mortise and tenon joints. 

The New England style became the barn 
form popularly used between 1830 and 1880. 
These barns are distinguished by a gable 
and entrance, unequal size _ interior 
divisions, sawn timbers, square corner 
posts and the traditional roofing system 
often has mass-produced parts and a 
steeper pitch.

Andover Dancer Runs Diverse Foundation

You can’t keep Becky Arnold still. 

A single page in her date book is full of 
scrawls, next-to illegible graffiti saying she has 
a meeting in the morning and has to be in Boston 
in the afternoon. There are phone calls to return 
and a fistful of paper scraps covered with names 
and numbers, a veritable who’s who of people 
who love the dance. 

Arnold, dancer, sits squarely in a chair in a 
sunny room of her Nutmeg Lane house. Dressed 
comfortably in sweat clothes, she is taking a 
break from watching a videotape of a piece 
called ‘‘Dancing with Fats,’’ choreography 
Arnold set to Fats Waller music for the New 
England Folk Arts Festival. 

‘Part of the problem with running a business 
in your home,” she says as she searches for a 
flyer about the Arnold Dance Foundation, ‘‘is 
that frequently the home and the business don’t 
stay separate.” | 

Arnold moved to Andover from Morristown, 
N.J. with her husband, physicist Maclellan 
Emshwiller, in 1972 and started her own dance 
company in 1978. In between, she worked as an 
independent choreographer in Boston, with a 
little help from two National Endowment for the 
Arts grants. 

She continues to freelance her choreography 
and her teaching ‘‘wherever I can.” She rents 
space at Le Studio de Ballet in Dundee Park 
where she teaches jazz for adults and a stretch 
class. 

It’s the Dance Foundation that’s her main 
driving force, though, the organization she 
founded in 1980 to be able to apply for grants. 

‘““As soon as I nonprofited, the state changed 
its financial requirements. I was too little,”’ 
Arnold said. But it didn’t discourage her. ‘‘It 
just forced me to be more resourceful. I became 
more committted to drawing on local sources to 
get funding. I had to go to other sources—arts 
agencies, local banks, anyone I thought would 
give me money.” 

In return, Arnold brings her art to the 
community. In ’83, she started promoting Dance 
Week, the last week of April. She and the four 
other members of her dance company go to 
local schools and give lectures and 
demonstrations. 

“It’s a celebration of dance,”’ she said. 

She’s well into plans for April, 1988. She wants 
to offer a movement workshop for people ages 
15 and up. Arnold says the workshop will be 
divided into three segments: a health/fitness 
component that will include injury prevention, 
creative exploration of movement and group 
games. 

“Out of the games, we will build a group 
dance,”’ Arnold said. 

Attendance for all three segments will not be 
required. “If they (participants) were 
interested in health/fitness, they can stay for 
just that hour.” 

Arnold is trying to get funding for the 
workshop from the Institute for Movement 
Exploration in Connecticut, and she’s hiring a 
specialist for the event. 

‘People don’t realize that they should focus on 
movement. It’s not just exercise; it’s not 


separate from their life,’’ she said. ‘Movement 
awareness can be very useful. Say you have an 
occupation where for eight hours you do one 
action over and over and over—even if it’s in 
front of a CRT screen where all you use are your 
fingers. You start to get cricks in your neck or 
back pain. You’re becoming over-aware of one 
movement without balancing it out.”’ 

Movement for stress reduction has become 
one of Arnold’s fascinations. “I’m very 
interested in seeing how I can bring what I know 
of dance and its health benefits into healthy 
exercise. Aerobics is not the answer for 
everyone, and I’m not saying everyone should 
be a trained dancer, either. 

“The body is a mind. We don’t listen to our 
bodies enough. If we did, we wouldn’t have the 
complaints we do.”’ 

You don’t have to be Mikhail Barishnikov to 
know how to move. “‘I guess I’ve always 
believed everyone can dance—they just don’t 
know it.”’ 

Arnold is working on an in-house exercise 
routine that employees of corporations could 
attend before work or during lunch. 
Corporations like Digital Equipment and Gould 
have aerobics programs run independent of 
corporate support, Arnold says. It won’t be easy 
to get that support or to re-teach people that 
‘‘you don’t have to be dripping with sweat to get 
something out of a program.” If she doesn’t get 
12 to 15 people interested in taking one of her 
classes, it’s not worth her while, she says. 

Whereas adults may be self-conscious and 
movement-shy, children—especially in the 
lower grades—are naturals. “They are 
naturally spontaneous,”’ Arnold said. ‘‘At about 
grade five, you start seeing the distinction 
between the sexes becoming more prominent. 
After that grade, kids change—physiologically 
and sociologically. Girls want to be girls, and 
boys want to be boys. In junior high, you have 
much more embarrassment.” 

For that reason, when Arnold and her dancers 
give school demonstrations, they prefer the 
younger kids. 

It’s not only the students that benefit from 
Arnold’s programs. She ran a 
lecture/demonstration for teachers of Andover 
High School’s Odyssey course, an 
interdisciplinary class for juniors and seniors 
that combines history, English, art and culture 
in four countries. Arnold brought a specialist in 
the dance of each of those countries—Spain, 
Russia, China and South Africa—to teach the 
teachers about the art. 

Arnold says her extensive contacts allow her 
to find people who specialize in the field of 
dance. “‘It’s not that they’re not here, it’s just 
hard to find them,” she said. “You might find 
some classical Spanish dance in Lawrence, but I 
doubt it. The black group is not well-represented 
here.”’ 

Organizing educational programs and all the 
other facets of running her business has forced 
Arnold the dancer to use other muscles. “‘It’s 
taken me eight years to learn,” she said. “It’s 
hard for artists to go from left brain to right 
brain. There’s usually a dichotomy.

“I was a pretty unusual artist in that I had 
enough business experience and was usually 
able to handle the paperwork, writing grants 
and things. And I was too stubborn to quit.’’ 

Arnold said she had no idea when she started 
the foundation that it would branch out as much 
as it has. ‘‘It became necessary for survival. If 
you have one product—Product A—and it’s 
financially not doing well, you say, ‘What else 
could I do?’ It became necessary to diversify. 
Most businesses have to be like that.”’ 

Arnold will be open to almost anything. She 
wants to become a consultant to a corporation 
and says she would consider doing videotapes of 
exercise routines. Last year, she co-produced a 
dance videotape called ‘‘The Passion,”’ which 
was nominated for first place in the performing 
arts division of a state television contest. She 
has collaborated with other filmmakers in the 
past. Arnold wants the foundation to grow 
enough so she can salary herself. 

‘“‘My work is my play,” she said. “‘I have to 
look at how I can make money off my play.” 

Arnold’s dancers are not on salary; they 
receive a performance stipend. Last April, the 
four-women, one-man troupe, which includes 
Arnold, gave a full-length performance in the 
Federal Reserve Bank in Boston. The 
performance was partly funded by the Boston 
Arts Lottery and was cablecast by Heritage 
Cablevision. 

Arnold says she is going to combine her 
company with those of two other Boston-area 
choreographers, Peggy Brightman and 
Christian Polos in the next six months. “I’m 
willing to reliquish total autonomy for shared 
operations,”’ such as partners and ideas. “It 
seems to be practical.’’ 

She draws on a diverse dance training te 
create pieces that come from her impressions of 
the world around her. The veteran of Off 
Broadway musicals said people ask her: ‘“‘Do 
you do jazz? Do you do modern?”’ 

“It’s certainly modern,”’ she says. ‘“‘But I 
prefer to call it ‘contemporary.’ It draws upon 
different disciplines—jazz, tap, ballet and my 
own personal movment style.”’ 

Arnold and her dancers will be in 
performance at New England Life Hall in 
Boston Saturday and Sunday, Feb. 6 and 7. 

About her choreography, Arnold says, “I have 
a deep need to share and communicate my 
feelings. (My choreography) has to do with

things we feel—joy, anger, pain. When 
I’m not focusing on the emotional content, 
another area I like to focus on is mood.”’ 

She says she’s “‘very much tuned into 
nature’’ and often uses it as a basis for 
her pieces. For instance, “‘Blizzard to 
Spring” is Arnold’s view of a snowstorm 
that kept her housebound. ‘‘I interpreted 
that as being a prisoner,’’ she said. “‘I 
could not get out. I was daydreaming 
about spring and how nice it would be.” 

It’s not always easy to make other 
dancers feel the same way she does about 
something. ‘‘One of the knottiest 
problems that an artistic director has is 
how to find way to cross-interpret an 
experience. Sometimes my experience of 
a snowstorm is different. Sometimes you 
get it; sometimes you don’t.” 

Other snags she faces are not having 
enough money or enough time ‘“‘because 
your people are cab drivers and waiters 
during the day to support themselves.”’ 

‘‘How to balance different skill levels”’ 
among her dancers is also tricky. Some of 
them have been with Arnold since the 


start; others have come and gone. 
“They’re not under salary; they’re not 
committed to anything. You’re asking 


them for volunteer work, really. But even 
after a year, you’re just beginning to get 
used to the choreographer’s style.”’ 

Arnold wants to take her dancers on the 
road, in the United States and abroad. 

For now, the troupe does all its 
rehearsing in Boston, which sometimes 
means she has to make two trips to the 
city in one day. “It’s still crazy; it’s 
always been that way. 

“There’s not a talent pool up here. I 
never felt modern dance would work 
here—there’s just not the market. I would 
have to structure teaching around the 
market,”’ she said. ‘“The community base 
is where my funding is. If I was in Boston, 
I’'d be in competition with 20 other 
companies. ’’ 

By now, Arnold knows the ropes. 
Boston Ballet Ensemble, Cambridge 
Ballet Theater and Stillpoint Dance 
Company perform her pieces. She has a 
bachelor’s degree in dance from the 
University of Massachusetts and a 
master of fine arts degree from Smith 
College. She has been on the faculties of 
Wesleyan University and Emerson, 
Northern Essex Community and Bard 
colleges. She’ll be teaching at UMass this 
semester.

Arnold found niches for herself in 
community theater and musicals and a 
modern dance troupe. She also personally 
auditioned for choreographer Bob Fosse. 

“T’ve been there,”’ she said. ‘‘I know 
intimately the basement of every 
Broadway theater. And believe me, 
they’re all dumps.” 

All the physical exertion is bound to 
take a toll on a dancer’s health. ‘‘The 
doctor told me I have. no cartilage in my 
hip—arthritis,’’ Arnold said. “I have 
limits; I have pain. But I’m not goint to 
sit back. I can’t. Sitting’s not good for 
arthritis anyway. I just have to be really 
sensitive to my energy level. I can’t do as 
much as a 25-year-old dancer can.”’ 

During the company’s last 
performance, Arnold danced in only one 
piece. 

If for some reason she couldn’t move 
anymore, Arnold says she would keep 
right on choreographing—from a 
wheelchair, if she had to, ‘‘because dance 
has been so much for me.”’

Paper recycling saved Andover $6,520 for 
November’s paper collection. The money 
goes to pay for the cost of the pick-up 
contractor. The town also contributes to 
this cost but there are two important things 
to remember: the more paper that comes 
out of your pocket (house), the less dollars 
come from the town’s pocket (taxes) and 
the tipping fee. All trash has to pay $63 a 
ton to be “tipped” (dumped) into the 
incinerator. Your paper never goes there, 


so that is $63 per ton saved from that 
pocket (taxes), too. 

The Boston press reports that the 
Massachusetts Solid Waste Bill has finally 
been passed and signed by the governor 
after almost five years of work and worry. 
We may now begin to have more recycling 
plants, i.e., places that will buy recycled 
goods, sort and prepare them for markets 
and then sell them. This will make junk a 
useful product and cut down the need to 
bury or burn. Andover Recycling hopes we 


can soon do more recycling; certainly, 
composting by spring and maybe cans to 
follow. We’ll keep you informed. 

New Year’s Resolutions: I will recycle 
newspaper—the easiest way to start. I will 
save all my clear and green glass for the 
once-a-month collection bin. I will begin to 
think of composting leaves and grass 
clippings on my own land, if possible, or 
remind the town.government I need a place 
for them that is not the incinerator.

(Editor’s Note: Fifth in a series of 
articles describing the Andover Computer 
Education Plan written by Kenneth 
Kwajewski, computer education director, 
Andover Public Schools). 

The overwhelming use of computer in the 
home is for word processing. It is 
estimated by one educational journal that 
word processing consumes 95 percent of 
the home operating computer time. Word 
processing is an excellent function and will 
become a major focus of the Andover 
computer plan. 

Despite all of the computer’s capabilities 
such as generating sound and graphics, 
programming in more than 200 languages, 
manipulating data and numbers, 
telecommunicating long distances to large 
data bases or teleconferencing with people 
across the globe, the skill needed to be 
successful is expressing oneself clearly. 
The development of writing skills is 
important today and will be important in 
our future society. Probably 70 percent of 
schooling, particularly in grades 1-6, is 
spent in language arts: learning to speak, 
listen, write and read. It will be the goal of 
the computer plan to use the computer as a 
tool to assist our language arts program to 
help students perform these tasks more 
efficiently 

Attempting to make our students better 
writers is not easy for the teacher o1 
student. The total effort involved in writing 
and editing and rewriting can easily tax 
the time and patience of both teacher and 
student. Teachers have too little time to 
read the products of many students and 
writing is so physically slow and tedious 
for some students that they are not able to 
generate texts substantial enough to build 
good writing skills. This is why a major 
component of our plan will be to introduce 
keyboarding skills in grades one and two 
and begin our word processing program in 
grade three. Computers can make the task 
of writing easier by allowing for the 
writing, editing and writing process to be 
done electronically. Word processing 
programs provide better tools for both 
teachers and students to develop better 
writing skills. 

It is our goal that students will use the 
computer as a writing tool from grade 3

this year at the high school and is taught by 
Cammy Galvagna. The course is being 
taught using the new IBM model 30 
microcomputer and one of the most 
popular commercial word processing 
programs, ‘Word Perfect.’’ The course is 
designed to teach students advanced 
features of word processing such as file 
management, line and page editing, using 
the spelling checker and_ thesauraus, 
footnotes, the use of macros, mail merging 
and the use of sort and math functions. 
This course is not only designed to teach 
the basics of word processing such as 
editing, tabbing, bolding and underlining, 
but also the advanced features of word 
processing so that students interested in 
pursuing advanced business courses after 
high school will be able to use a popular 
business word processing program. 

Galvagna was trained this summer to 
use the new word processing program and 
has spent many hours developing 
educational material for her students. She 
has taken a computer home on most 
weekends in order to learn about the 


compiexities of tnis software program. One 
the texts used in this course Is W 
Perfect—Tutorial and Applicatior 


South-Western Publishing Company. This 
text is an excellent resource but many 
classroom assignments need to be 
generated by Galvagna. She believes that 
her students are enjoying the half year 
course because it allows them ‘‘hands-on’’ 
experience with a commercial word 
processing program. Students enhance 
their word processing skills performing 
practical assignments such as writing 
resumes, business letters and college 
applications. Students in the course have 
stated that they can use their writing skills 
for other academic classes and that the 
course will help them in their business 
career. 

It is the goal of the computer program to 
generate a coordinated word processing 
and writing program from grades 2-12. 
Many fine resources already exist in the 
system which include both teachers and 
materials. It is our hope that we will 
develop good writing skills not only for 
students who wish to pursue careers in 
business, but for all disciplines. Some say 
that the three ‘‘R”’ skills of reading, 
writing and arithmetic have been replaced 
by the three ‘‘C’’ skills of computing, 
calculating and communicating. It is our 
goal to blend all six skills with the help of 
our technology program. Our prograin will 
continue to strongly emphasize the most 
important skill of writing.

According to CNS, the only 
way to ensure no involuntary 
enrollment is to see that the 
school is not built. 

Dziadul also questioned the 
extent of support from Law- 
rence citizens and does not 
think volunteerism on their 
part should be taken for grant- 
ed. 

He said it could take up to 
three years to implement the 
Collaborative School and an- 
other three years for evalua- 
tion. ‘‘This could be an entire 
elementary school career for 
many children,’ he said. “If 
all does not go well, teachers 
and administrators can get 
other jobs, but what about the 
kids?”’ 


In his conclusion, Dziadul 
said there’s always room for 
improvement in the school 
system. ‘““CNS encourages in- 
novative thinking of its school 
administration and citizens. 
However, that does not mean 
that we must embrace eveery 
idea that is presented.”’ 


Susan O’Neill, an advocate 
of the Collaborative School 
Project, said she found many 
of CNS’s objections to be inac- 
curate and did not want the 
public to get the wrong idea by 
being exposed to one side of 
the situation.

Finally, A Decision 


The Andover school committee this week 
finally made a decision and approved a middle 
school concept to meet overcrowding conditions 
in the local school system. 

The decision is long overdue. 

‘the school department has been faced with the 
overcrowding dilemma for some time and the 
problem is only destined to get worse. 

The middle school concept, which will see sixth 
graders placed with the town’s two junior high 
schools and the current high school change from 
a three-year to four-year senior high school, is 
the most economical approach to the problem. 

Too, it must be considered that new 
construction is not the answer to the problem, 
given the time constraints to respond to an 
immediate need vs. the time required to create a 
new building. 

New building could well be disregarded 
through the inception of the new concept, and 
hopefully the move Tuesday night may prove to 
be even more economical in the long run than 
currently anticipated. 

There was, of course, some opposition among 
school committee members to the proposal 

David Birnbach, who has been sounding 
strangely like a candidate for re-election, 
opposed the plan, sensing a general parental 
opposition to the immediate implementation of 
the plan, and voted against the proposal. He had 
offered an alternative at a previous meeting 
which has been rejected by the majority of his 
colleagues. 

Chairman Susan T. Poore also opposed the plan 
with the feeling that it represented the writing of 
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a blank check. 

Now that the decision has been made the school 
committee is faced with the determination of 
costs of changing the town’s school structure, as 
well as determining a date for implementation. 

These items will be take up at their Jan. 19 
meeting, a session which doubtless will again 
bring out parents in full force. 

Cost determination will be a matter for 
administrators to adequately determine and a 
subject which should produce little debate. 

Implementation date will, however, be difficult 
and controversial. 

Many parents of current fifth-graders are 
insistent that moving the grades into the junior 
highs in September will not allow sufficient time 
for adjustment on the part of youngsters. 

It might be suggested that youthful adjustment 
seems to come naturally, while parental 
objection sometimes centers on the possibility of 
inconvenience. 

There should be little disruptive influence 
among the town’s current fifth-grade enrollment 
if they were asked to move to one of the town 
junior high buildings this fall. 

For most there will be friends retained and a 
smooth transition can be anticipated as they 
meet with older youngsters in the building a year 
earlier than anticipated. 

An article in this year’s annual town meeting 
asks the decision on implementing the new 
concept be delayed until September of 1989. 

Frankly, the decision should be made by the 
school committee on Jan. 19 and proper planning 
for the concept initiated immediately.

Town meeting is always described as the 
truest form of democracy. 

In Andover, this year, the 103-article 
exercise in democracy should probably be 
described as the greatest gathering of 
blather ever perpretrated on the public. 

While one should not deny 
the rights of the people to 
petition and have their 
thoughts presented for ac- 
tion, there would seem to be 
a grand collection of time- 
consuming nonsense _sel- 
dom seen in warrants of re- 
cent years. 

There were times in this 
community when multi-mil- 
lion dollar budgets, and 
equally expensive capital projects faced 
little debate while voters rambled on for 
hours discussing the merits of dog-leash 
laws. 

It produced interest and, often, a touch of 
humor in the proceedings of what could 
otherwise be a rather stodgy annual as- 
sembly among those interested in the prop- 
er conduct of their community. 

But, this year, there are some real beau- 
ts, several dealing with how the town meet- 
ing is actually run and instructing the 
moderator on how to act, how counters 
should report votes, dividing up the hall.to 
insure proper counts, etc. 

There’s an item up for consideration this 
year dealing with the recording of all-se- 
lectmen’s meetings. The article asks for 
$2,000 to have selectmen’s meetings re- 
corded in their entirety and made available 
to the public at no greater than actual cost. 

Can’t you just imagine sitting in front of 
the hearth on a Saturday eve in mid-Jan- 
uary listening to a complete recording of 
the Andover selectmen? 

Now, some of the music available is ear- 
shattering at best, senseless in verbiage 
and tonally unacceptable, but to listen to 
five people drone through excavation per- 
mits doesn’t make it in my book. 

How about ordering the moderator to 
hold all discussions in which he partici- 
pates audibly and openly during the time 
town meeting is in session. 

Realizing the current moderator, James 
D. Doherty, has tentative opposition, it 
should be pointed out that it is doubtful 
anyone has not heard him once he takes 
command of the meeting. 

There is, it might be suggested, hardly a 
need for a microphone once he gets 
pumped up. 

Or, how about compelling the town meet- 
ing vote counters to use a microphone 
when reporting their tallies? 

These people take their jobs pretty se- 
riously and for the most part you can hear 
their count reports sans ‘mike’ or any other 
audible device. 

It all seems to be a lot of irrelevance and 
this is just the tip of the iceberg. There’s 
more, and actually shouldn’t be com- 
plaining that much, since it would seem to 
give much fodder to feed on between now 
and the convening of the session.

I’ve been on the school committee 
for two and a half years and I feel 
that it is time to share with the peo- 
ple of Andover some of my thoughts 
concerning the present status of the 
Andover school system. 

First, we haven’t had any serious 
curriculum or staff development in 
years. We discuss at school commit- 
tee meetings whether we want to 
have one or two days of teacher pre- 
paration for a 180-day season. Imag- 
ine what the town’s response would 
be if we said that our high school 
football team could have only two 
days preparing for their season. 
Frankly, it is ludicrous that our ad- 
ministration feels that two days is a 
sufficient amount of time to prepare 
for the school year. If you had two 
days to prepare for a 180-day season, 
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nately, this scenario has gone on for 
years, and we now have what I be- 
lieve to be a crisis on our hands. 
We’re heading into the 1990s with a 
five- to 10-year-old curriculum and 
an aging teaching population that 
hasn’t had any substantial staff 
development in years. | 

Last year I proposed the establish- 
ment of a teachers’ institute where, 
during each summer, over 100 of our 
teachers and principals would spend 
four weeks (at full salary) engaged 
in curriculum development, curric- 
ulum refinement, teacher training 
and self study. In essence, they 
would use this time to prepare for 
the 180-day school year. I also 
showed that we could fund such an 
effort for less than 3 percent of our 
total budget. Our administration, al- 
though they verbally supported this 
idea, actually did nothing to imple- 
ment it. I strongly believe that we 
have to act now to initiate the teach-

ter school system is with more mon- 
ey. As a member of the school 
committee, I think our superinten- 
dent has to get off that kick. It is a 
terrible mindset. We currently 
spend over $21 million on education 
in this town. That is a lot of money. 
The answer isn’t more money, it’s 
simply a matter of setting priorities. 
Unfortunately, our superintendent 
isn’t willing to do that. 

* Second, our administration hasn’t 
done any strategic or long-range 
planning in years. It took an excel- 
lent report from a group of frus- 
trated West Elementary School 
parents to show us that we have an 
increasing population issue on our 
hands. Now, we’re scrambling to 
deal with the increasing population 
issue. Unt this year, we had an as- 
sistant superintendent in charge of 
elementary programs and an assis- 
tant superintendent in charge of sec- 
ondary programs. One would have 


would have been freed up to do some 
strategic or long-range planning. 
Unfortunately, this didn’t happen, 
and, as a result, we’re now forced to 
do active planning. 

Many people in Andover have lost 
confidence in our administration’s 
ability to deliver a first-rate school 
system. In the past five years, there 
has been a decrease of 25 students at 
one of our junior high schools and 
parents increasingly are sending 
their children to private schools. 
Presently, over 30 percent of And- 
over students in grades 9-12 attend 
private schools. Is this something we 
should be proud of? 

Our school system is currently 
‘Just getting along”’ on its past repu- 
tation. We’re rapidly approaching 
1990. Our society is becoming much 
more complex and our children will 
need to be equipped with the nec- 
essary tools and skills to compete in | 
this rapidly changing society. We

Living In Glass Houses 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 


I am writing this letter in response to the arti- 
cle in Sunday’s Lawrence Eagle-Tribune re- 
garding School Committeeman David 
Birnbach’s most recent criticism of Superinten- 
dent of Schools Dr. Seifert. 

I should like to make it clear at the outset that 
what I really take issue with is the ridiculous 
claim the Dr. Seifert is to blame for the over- 
crowding of our elementary schools. Now, I re- 
alize that Dr. Seifert has been many things to 
many people, but one of those things has most 
certainly not been surrogate father to ‘‘ump- 
teen’’ elementary school children. 

Come on, folks, enough is enough! It is high 
time we as parents of all these children take 
responsibility for our own contribution to this 
critical situation. Actually, the over-crowded 
schools is just a symptom of a far more crucial 
problem: global over-population. 

Clearly, within this affluent suburban commu- 
nity where the motto, ‘“‘More is better and most 
is best,’’ we are the culprits, not the schools, not 
the teachers, not the administrators and most 
certainly not the superintendent of schools. 

As a parent of two elementary students who 
began their individual academic careers within 
the Andover school system, I have had the op- 
portunity to observe first-hand those policies 
and directives as they have been proposed, con- 
structed and put forth over the last eight years 
which have had direct impact on my individual 
family. 

And, not unlike many thoughtful and con- 
cerned parents, my wife and I have tried to do 
our share in supporting and shaping whenever 
and wherever possible those policies in which 
we have had an immediate interest. 

In doing so, I personally have had the opportu- 
nity to meet with Dr. Seifert on numerous occa- 
sions to discuss a broad range of social 
economic and academic issues. During each of 
these encounters, I was always impressed with 
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Dr. Seifert’s sense of propriety and sincere con- 
cern for the development of a sound educational 
environment for our children. 

To be a leader in any arena runs the risk of 
public scrutiny and criticism, and I know Dr. 
Seifert has certainly received his share, justi- 
fied or not. But, one thing I can tell you is that I 
always came away from those meetings feeling 
elevated and inspired. Dr. Seifert’s profound 
concern for the intrinsic moral and ethical de- 
velopment of the children of this community as 
they become the adults of tomorrow has always 
impressed me, more than any national statistic 
or academic achievement record. 

I rejoice publicly in my association with this 
dedicated man and am grateful for his lead- 
ership and innovativeness throughout my fami- 
ly’s residency in Andover. Yes, Dr. Seifert has 
certainly made errors in judgment, both admin- 
istratively and personally, but then who hasn’t? 
But let’s place the blame, if we must place it at 
all, squarely where it belongs: on the shoulders 
of those of us who have been deceived by our 
own comfortable insulation, falsely believing 
that our individual family development has no 
direct impact on the overall well-being of this 
over-expanded planet. 

If the Andover schools 
shame on us!

Collaborative School 


‘To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 


As an Andover resident, the moth- 
er of two small children (ages 4% 
and 1% years old) and an experi- 
enced elementary school teacher, I 
wholeheartedly support the And- 
over/Lawrence Collaborative school 
proposal. Here’s why: 

1. I like to have choices, partic- 
ularly when my children’s education 
is concerned. The collaborative 
school will be an exciting public 
school option which some of us may 
choose to explore. 

2. I know my children better than 
anyone else; I believe they will 
thrive in this type of educational set- 
ting. To me, this school sounds like a 
warm, supportive, child-centered 
learning environment in which ana- 
lytical thinking, creativity, problem 
solving, computer literacy and so- 
cial consciousness will be carefully 
nurtured along with the basic skills 
(reading, writing, math) and the 
content area subjects (science and 
social studies). 

Learning will be viewed in terms 
of the child’s overall development, 
not merely as mastery of isolated 
acts and skills which often results in 
unnecessary pressure on children. 
The child’s individual learning style 
will be carefully considered and in- 
novative approaches to teaching 
(such as teaching the basic skills by 
weaving them into broad themes 
and exciting units) may be a regular 
part of the program. 

Many schools espouse this philoso- 
phy; as a teacher I know how diffi- 
cult it is to achieve. In the 
collaborative school, teachers’ 
schedules will include extra staff 
training and special workshops in 
which they can learn new tech- 
niques, support one another through 
shared successes and evaluate pro- 
grams and materials. University in- 
volvement, bringing student 
teachers, innovative programs and 
teaching approaches and a wealth of 
educational expertise will also help 
to make the stated goals a reality. 

3. Based on my own teaching expe- 
fience in the Brookline Public 
Schools in a completely heteroge- 
neous classroom (black, white, 
Asian, Hispanic, ‘‘gifted,” non-En- 
glish speaking, welfare families and 
affluent professionals’ kids all in one 
classroom), I am convinced that this 
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for, himself as a capable, compas- 
sionate and very unique person. 

I want all this and much more for 
my two sons. And I see the collabo- 
rative school as an extraordinary 
opportunity for my family, for the 
Andover School System and for pub- 
lic education in general.

Schoolbooks 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 


When Mr. Meyers told his eighth- 
grade Doherty Junior High School 
social studies class that we would 
get a chance to talk to a Sioux Indian 
woman, everyone expected someone 
named Flying Eagle to enter the 
classroom doing a rain dance and 
speaking in her native tongue. 

Much to everyone’s surprise, that 
wasn’t the case at all. 

Her name is Jodi Archambault. 
She is a graduate of Phillips Acade- 
my and now in her freshman year at 
Dartmouth College. She lives in the 
Pine Ridge Reservation in North 
Dakota, where she grew up. 

When talking te us, Jodi said 
something that caught my attention. 
She said Indians had always lived in 
harmony with nature. To the Sioux, 
land was never bought nor sold; it 
was for everybody. Unfortunately, 
their beliefs were not enough. That 
unselfish and amicable belief, sadly 
enough, did not hold true. 

The same Indians who once be- 
lieved that all men and women were 


created equal are now under the 
control of the white man. No longer 
can the Indians hunt for buffalo be- 
cause the white man has made them 
an endangered species. No longer is 
the land their own. Their freedom is 
what the government allows. 

My eyes are now open to the truth. 
When I thought of Indian ‘‘tribes,”’ I 
put them in the same category as the 
Amish, who live ‘‘the old way.’’ But 
now when Indians come to mind, I 
think of South Africa. 

Of course, Indians aren’t treated 
as harshly, but it is the same situa- 
tion. The Indians were native to the 
land, and white men took it over. 
The government of South Africa de- 
cides where the blacks’ origins are 
and where they shall reside, just as 
our government decides for the Indi- 
ans. 

Of course, the Indians don’t have 
to stay, but there is no place for 
them to go. This is their life; unfor- 
tunately, it is not the same Indian 
life as that of their ancestors. 

I pray for the Indians. I hope they 
know that there are people who care 
and want to help. 

I feel betrayed and disillusioned. I 
was brought up believing that this 
country was the land of the free and 
the brave, when, in reality, the real 
Americans are the ones who are liv- 
ing in poverty and despair. 

I left the classroom with an empty 
feeling. I could not believe that after 
all these years of schooling I had not 
once learned of the terrible plight of 
the Indians. 

I hope someday that Jodi’s 
statement will again ring true. May- 
be the Indians can one day live in 
harmony with nature as they did in 
the past. :

(3) By adding a new subsection VI.R. to read as follows: 


‘“VILR. Mixed Use District 


1. Purposes: To foster a greater opportunity for creative development by 
providing guidelines which encourage a mix of uses compatible with 
neighboring properties, to provide housing and business uses in locations 
where town services are available, to encourage the provision of open areas. 


2. Design Standards: 


a. Applicability: No building permit or certificate of occupancy shall be 
issued for the erection of a new building, the enlargement of an existing 
building, the redevelopment of an existing building, the development of a 
use not located in a building, or the change from one permitted use to 
another unless the design standards referenced in this section are 
satisfied. 


b. Parking requirements: Off-street parking requirements listed in Section 
VI.A. 1-4 shall apply. Where multiple uses share a common parking lot, 
parking shall be calculated for each use to determine the total parking 
required. 


c. On-site circulation: Pedestrian walkways, streets and driveways shall be 
designed to provide safe and convenient access to the proposed uses and to 
surrounding streets and pedestrian ways. Walkways shall be encouraged 
along waterways and in the vicinity of buildings and parking areas. 


d. Screening and lighting: Section VI.C.3 of this Bylaw shall apply. 


e Driveway locations: Driveways shall be designed in accordance with 
Sections VI.A.3.d and VI.A.3.f. 


f. Landscaping: Landscaping shall be provided in front, side and rear yards 
and along the perimeter of parking areas to provide separation from 
building and public ways. At a minimum, parking lots shall be enclosed by 
a landscaped area five (5) feet in width. At least five percent (5%) of the 
parking lot interior shall be landscaped for parking lots which exceed fifty 
(50) parking spaces. 

g. Distance from residential dwellings: Section V.B.11. of this Bylaw shall 
apply. 

h. Maintenance: All landscaping and screening shall be maintained by the 
property owner. 

3. Review Requirements: In accordance with Section VI.Q of this Bylaw, a Site 
Plan Review shall be conducted by the Planning Board for the erection of a 
new building or the expansion of an existing building. Where it is determined 
by the Building Inspector that additional improvements are necessary to 
satisfy the design requirements in accordance with Section VI.R.2.a above, a 
site plan shall be submitted for review by the Planning Board, as outlined in 
Section VI.Q of this Bylaw.”’, and > 


(4) By amending Section V.A., Table of Dimensional Requirements, by inserting a 
new line between the Business and Industrial headings, to read as follows:

c. Density: The maximum allowable density shall be determined by calculating 
the required lot area per dwelling unit as follows: 


(1) General Business District: two thousand (2,000) square feet of lot area 
per dwelling area unit. 


(2) Mixed Use District: three thousand (3,000) square feet of lot area per 
dwelling unit. The Planning Board may in its discretion, according to the 
characteristics of any particular lot, require less then the maximum 
allowable density. 


d. Affordable housing: No application for a PD - Multifamily or PD - Mixed Use 
which contains residential use shall be approved unless at least fifteen 
percent (15%) of the total dwelling units proposed is devoted to affordable 
housing, or such percentage as may be required by state or federal subsidy 
programs. Affordable housing shall be defined as any housing subsidized by 
the federal or state government under any program to assist the construction 
of affordable housing as defined in the applicable federal or state statute, 
whether built or operated by any public agency or any nonprofit or limited 
dividend organization. 


e. Dimensional Requirements 


(1) Building height: Any addition or new construction shall not exceed the 
maximum height allowed by the Table of Dimensional Requirements, 
Section V.A. of this Bylaw. 


(2) Building coverage: 


(a) In a General Business District, an existing structure occupying more 
than two-thirds (2/3) of the lot area shall not be expanded; new 
structures shall not exceed two thirds (2/3) of the lot area. 


(b) Maximum Building coverage shall not exceed 40% in a Mixed Use 
District for new construction or expansion. 


(3) Building setbacks: 


(a) In a Mixed Use District, new construction or building expansion shall be 
set back twenty (20) feet from all property lines. 


(b) In a General Business District, building setbacks shall be determined in 
accordance with Section V.B.2.d of this Bylaw. 
(4) Minimum lot frontage: In a Mixed Use District only, the lot shall have a 
minimum frontage of fifty (50) feet on an existing public way. 


(5) Setbacks from residential buildings: 


(a) No building in a General Business District shall be erected within fifteen 
(15) feet of a residential building. 


(b) In a Mixed Use District, no structure shall be constructed nearer than 
fifty (50) ft. from the outside wall of an existing residential dwelling. 
f. Town Services: 

(1) The lot shall have frontage on an existing public way with sufficient 
capacity to safely accomodate the projected traffic volume; 

(2) There shall be town water and sewer available with sufficient capacity to 
serve the project. 

g. Design Standards: 

(1) Access: Parking lot driveways shall not provide access onto Main Street 
unless granted a Special Permit by the Planning Board in accordance with 
Section VI.A.3.f. 

(2) Parking requirements:

AAA recommends 
the following to help 
prevent a dead bat- 
tery: 

Park in a garage 
whenever possible. 
Otherwise, try to 
park heading south 
or along the south 
side of a_ building, 
using it as a wind- 
break. 

When the engine is 
warm, not hot, cover 
the hood with a blan- 
ket (preferably one 
that reaches all the 
way to the ground). 

A trouble lamp 
with a 100 watt bulb 
mounted on a -wide 
board can be placed 
on the ground under 
the oil pan. The heat 
will then be held in 
the engine compart- 
ment and make 
starting easier. Re- 
member to remove 
it before driving 
away. 

Keep your fuel 
tank three-quarters 
full and add a can of 
gasoline antifreeze 
every other fill up to 
reduce the chance of 
fuel-line freeze-up. 

Use an approved 
engine heater. Va- 
rious kinds are 
available, includng 
some that perma- 
nently attach to the 
engine. They plug 
into house electrical 
current. 

When the weather 
forecaster warns of
